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The amendments to the Canada Mining 
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Regulations will streamline and modernize 
procedures and help clarify relationships 
and responsibilities for industry, enabling 
Indian and Northern Affairs Canada (INAC) 
to better serve the mining industry. 


The majority of changes proposed are 
administrative in nature, such as: clarifying 
definitions and wording or provisions; 
limiting discretionary powers of government 
officials; specifying time periods wherever 
possible; and ensuring regulations are 
consistent with comprehensive land 

claim settlements with Aboriginal peoples 
in the territories. 
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OBTAINING YOUR VIEWS 


To date, more than 1200 licence holders, non-governmental organizations 
and Aboriginal groups have had the opportunity to provide comments 
on proposed ee to the ie Mining Regulations. 


THE REGULATORY AMENDMENT PROcEss | 


In December 2002, draft amendments were originally circulated to key 
stakeholders for initial feedback and in early 2003 follow-up meetings took 
place with interested parties. 


Once this process has been completed, a new draft of the proposed 
amendments will be circulated to interested parties for comment. 
Once comments are received and regulatory drafting is completed, 
the proposed amendments will go for prepublication in Part | of 

the Canada Gazette, for a proposed 30 day period for further 

public comment. 


lf required, final changes will then be made to the proposed amendments 
prior to submission to the Governor in Council for final approval. 


When approved, the amendments will be enacted and published in 
Part Il of the Canada Gazette.
